I Title 

The title of the invention has been cited as not descriptive. Accordingly, Applicant has 
amended the title to read "Method and Apparatus for Dynamically Programming a Field 
Programmable Ode Array (FPGA) in a Coprocessor;' Applicant respectfully submits that the 
tiew title is descriptive of the invention. 

0. The §102 Rejections 

Claims 1-99 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § J 02(c) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent 
No. o,721 ,H5sd ri'eiena'i

un-time (see Abstract) Pereira, howevet tails to disclose providing a co} oce sorthafis 
separate from a processor, in which the coprocessor is coupled to the processor and includes a 
field programmable gate array a FPGA), as recited in claim I. Instead. Pereira discloses only 
providing a processor that includes a configurable functional unit (see FIG. I). Pereira tails io 
disclose a coprocessor coupled to die processor, or a coprocessor ihat includes a Held 
programmable gaie array (FPGA }. Claim i is, therefore, allowable over Pereira. 

Claims 2-8 depend from claim i. and are allowable for at least the reasons that apply to 
claim 1. 

Independent claims A 10., jg and 20 {and the claims that depend therefrom) incorporate 
limitations similar to claim I . and are also allowable tor at least the reasons thai apply to claim 1 

Applicant submits that claims 1-18 and 20 are- allowable over the reference cited above,
